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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The rejection of claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph is moot in view of 
applicants' amendments. 

The rejection of claims 2 and 4 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph as being 
indefinite is moot in view of applicants' amendments. 

The rejection of claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Great Britain Publication 2,079,801 
A is moot in view of applicants' amendments. 

The rejection of claims 1-2 and 6 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Langer 5,523,059 is withdrawn 
in view of applicants' arguments. 

The rejection of claims 1-3 and 6 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Merry 5,686,039 is withdrawn in 
view of applicants' arguments. 

The rejection of claims 2-6 and 25-26 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Great Britain Publication No. 2,079,801 in view of Hudecek et al, 
3,971,744 is withdrawn in view of applicants' arguments.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-6 and 25-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because 
the specification, while being enabling for a proportion of plasticizer that is 125 parts by 
weight up to 200% with respect to the weight of the acrylic resin, does not reasonably 
provide enablement for any amounts of plasticizer that is less than 125 parts by weight. 
The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or 
with which it is most nearly connected, to make the invention commensurate in scope 
with these claims. In particular, the disclosure on page 1 1 of the specification discloses 
that the final rheological behavior depends largely on the plasticizer used and more 
specifically on its chemical nature and its proportion. Accordingly, the proportion of 
plasticizer used appears to be critical to the instant claimed rheological properties. 
Present claim 1 does not specify any proportion of plasticizer and there is no clear 
evidence on this record that amounts of plasticizer as low as 5% or 1% would result in 
the instant claimed critical rheological behavior. Accordingly, the specification is not 
commensurate in scope with the claims. 
No claims are allowed.
